It is evident that the use of paint appeals directly to the larger 
and better class of general Hardware customers. The builder, 
the contractor, the house owner, the farmer, who depend on 
Hardware for many important needs, find paint equally essential 
and even if other things were no more than equal they woud 
find it convenient to include their paint with building materials, 
trimmings or household necessities. It not only becomes a con- 
venience and expedites business for them but facilitates delivery 
and the ease of renewing supplies. 

The merchant loses no time in talking paint while selling other 
house material and it becomes a distinct gain to both sides. 

Not only this, but a paint stock complements and fills out the 
other Hardware lines and the customer who may at first been at- 
tracted only by the paint proposition, finds other wants appealed 
to in discussing this purchase, and the general business grows 
thereby. 

There are other features sufficiently evident but worthy ot 
consideration. 

A prepared paint stock with its convenient packages, always 
sold unbroken, requires little or no additional expense for stor- 
age or help; it is quickly and economically handled and sold; 
properly kept, it always makes an attractive appearance on ine 
shelves and the depreciation, if any, on stock carried over, 1s so 
extremely slight as to be of no account. 

There are at least two good paint selling seasons, Spring and 
Fall, when there is good opportunity to push the goods forward 
and insure sales by active advertising and display. 

This opens the way for a good paint demand during nearly 
six months of the year while the sale of the numerous household 
specialties in the way of Family Paint, Buggy or Wagon Paints, 
Enamels, Stains, Varnish Paints, Gold and Silver Paints, Etce., 
has no limit of time or season and they are likely to be articles 
of constant and daily demand.

\on’t under any circumstances handle cheap stuff or allow your 
name to become associated with inferior, short measure paint, 
sold only on the price or an ambiguous guarantee. Get the best. 
(et a well-known, well-advertised brand that has been tried an. 
tested and proved its merits: Arrange for an exclusive agency 
to get full benefit from your efforts in building up a trade; then 
maintain your prices on a satisfactory margin and pass a sale 
now and then. if necessary, rather than do violence to a consistent 
and reasonable business policy. Such a course has never been 
known to fail in establishing a growing and a paying business. 

On the various small shelf lines the profit is much greater, usu- 


ally about 60 per cent. and though, as we have said, the individual 
sales may be smaller, the opportunities for them are so far more 
numerous and the chances for advertising the wide variety 
offered are so effective, that they present a most attractive line 
for the enterprising merchant. 

There is probably no line of manufactured goods which are 
accompanied by more forceful and helpful selling features than 
the best prepared paints of the present day. 

The tew leading manufacturers of brands with a reputation 
behind them, are devoting no end of ingenuity, skill and expesse 
to place the arguments, necessities and requirements for good 
painting before the general consumer and vie with each other <o 
de this in the most attractive, persistent and effective way, the 
amount of these helps offered to legitimate agencies is almust 
unlimited, practically depending only on the opportunities tney 
have for making such work productive of trade, and their proper 
and faithful use of this valuable material. 

Altogether we regard the prepared paint proposition of the 
present day as one of the most natural and profitable adjuncts 
to the general Hardware line and we believe it merits the most 
serious and careful attention both from who are now 
handling such goods and from all who have not yet seen their way 
clear to do so.

GETTING THE BUSINESS. 
3y ARTHUR WELCH, 
(Adams and Elting Co., Chicago.) 

The increasing popularity of paints as a line for the Hardware 
dealer 1s another proof of the fact that “nothing succeeds like 
suCCeSS. 

The relationship between paint and Hardware appeared 309 
remote, up to a few years ago, that Hardwaremen refused to 
even consider it. Now matters are vastly different. The pro. 
gressive dealer in Hardware everywhere is putting in an increas- 
ing stock of paints, stains, varnishes and oils, and is getting a 
share of the profits on the communities’ paint bill, along with 
the druggists and regular paint dealers. 

We suppose the experience of Adams & Elting’s “Ad-el-ite” 
Paint and Paint Specialties in this matter is much the same as 
that of other brands. For a long time Hardwaremen refused to 
believe that there was a demand to be created among their pa- 
trons for paint products. They were content to let people go to 
the drug store, or the paint shop, or buy direct from the factory, 
because they could not preceive any profit in handling such ‘a 
line. However, recent years have seen a decided change in their 
attitude and the fact that every day dealers in Hardware are

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Suppose a man is doing some building. He must go to the 
Hardware store for his nails or bolts, and there is the oppor- 
tunity to sell him his paint. Or he may require some tin roofing 
and there is another chance to make a sale of paint. The man 
who buys a reaper or mower needs paint for the shed he may 
be building to house it in. In addition the Hardware aealer 
may easily make a sale of paints for interior decorations to the 
man or woman who needs some screws to strengthen an old 
chair, or is buying a handle for a bureau, which he or she is re- 
finishing. In fact the purchase of any article of Hardware used 
in the construction or repair of household articles indicates the 
need of paint also, and the Hardwareman is the fellow on the 
spot who ought to be in a position to supply it. 

Since 1895 hundreds of Hardwaremen have put in a stock cf 
Ad-el-ite Paint or Paint Specialties, and in practically no in- 
stance is there a record of a dealer disappointed in results. Most 
of them are highly enthusiastic over their success and Ad-el-ite 
Paints are now sold by some of the biggest Hardware jobbers in 
the United States, and every day new Hardware dealers are 
sending in trial orders. The Hardware dealers most successful] 
in selling paints, devote a portion of their advertising appropria- 
tion and their display space to paints.

These demonstrations following a period of active general ad- 
vertising by the manufacturer and the use of considerable space 
in the local papers by the dealer, and added by street distrib.1- 
tion of circulars announcing free samples, are becoming very 
popular and prove most profitable to the paint maker as well «s 
to the Hardware dealer. 

So the Hardwareman is happy, and the paint manufacturer +s 
happy and the relationship between the two is daily strengthened 
by the satisfying element of profit. 

HOW ONE MANUFACTURER HELPS. 
By Joun Briccs & Co. (Boston. ) 

There is a growing tendency for the small builder to buy his 
own paint stock for such buildings as he may contract to put up. 
The builder is already in the habit of coming into the Hardware 
store to buy his Builders’ Hardware and it is an easy matter to 
interest him in the paint line. We believe that the object of get- 
ting the builder’s trade is for the Hardware store to make money, 
and the trade in this vicinity tell us that it has been their experi- 
ence that the margin of profit on paint stock is much larger than 
on Hardware. Of course, this does not apply to lead and oil as 
made by the trust, but to mixed paints and oil colors as made 
by reputable manufacturers. 

Replying to the question as to “Best method of handling stock,” 
would say that we do not feel competent to answer this question 
as generally individual cases require different treatment. 

In reply as to “Best method of getting trade” and “Adver- 
tising,” would say that the method which seems to have brought 
the best results to our customers, has been to send us a list 9f 
the property owners, real estate dealers and builders. We take 
this list and circularize them, sending them sample cards, etc. 

In regard to advertising a paint, beyond a certain reasonable 
amount of sample cards, slats and show cards, the extra expets: 
must come out of the quality of the paint. The sample cards 
and slats, as a rule, are rather expensive to get up and it can be 
easily seen that if much more money is spent in advertising nov- 
elties, somebody has got to pay the bill. 

The margin of profit on first-class goods made on a zine and 
lead basis thinned down with pure linseed oil, is a great deal nar- 
rower than the retail trade is aware of. 


HARDWARE AND PAINT.

Why should the Hardware dealer sell paint? Briefly stated— 

1. Because he deals in building materials. 

2. Because paints are essentially building materials. 

3. Because he comes in closer contact with house owners at 
the opportune time than the dealer in any other commodity. 

As a matter of fact, paints are one of the component parts of 
the Hardware business. The Hardware dealer goes after the 
house owner to sell him the finishings for his house—comes in 
contact with him at the time he is most interested and has an 
exceptional opportunity to talk paint and sell paint. 

If he is progressive, and the successful Hardware dealer is, 
he carries a full line of some reputable paint manufacturer—a 

line in which he has the utmost confidence. 


Confidence in the 
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goods he sells is the first requisite to success. He instills this 
confidence into his clerks. With a proper knowledge of the paints 
he sells this is not a difficult matter, and it is comparatively easy 
to communicate this confidence to customers. 

Paint is clean stock to handle, makes an attractive window and 
shelf display and should be given a prominent location in the 
store. This sets customers thinking about it and makes many a 
sale possible that would never be made were the paint stock kept 
in an out of the way corner. 

There are paints, ready for use, made to meet every require 
ment in finishing inside and outside. Ascertain just what each 
customer desires to paint and sell him the special paint made 
for that purpose. Make him understand you are interested in 
giving him the right paint. When he finds, as he will on using 
the paint, that you were right and that his job is even better than 
he expected, he will come again for paint or whatever else he 
needs that you sell. 

Keep in close touch with the manufacturer you buy from. 
Study their methods of advertising, make use of the advertising 
helps supplied. ‘They are experts in selling paint and can and 
will help you create a demand for their goods, 

3y giving as close attention to paint as he does to Hardware. 
the dealer will invariably find it not only a source of profit but 
an aid in the sale of the latter. 

But after all is said, the fact remains, that paint is building 
material pure and simple—an integral part of every Hardware 
stock. 


THE MANUFACTURE OF VARNISH. 

Next to the quality and adaptability of the goods, it will be 
generally conceded among consumers that the most important 
requisite in a varnish is “uniformity” of quality; and it is in 
this respect that a large tankage capacity gives an advantage 
over small manufacturers. Although in the manufacture of 
several lots of varnish, the same formula may be used, and the 
same “modus operandi’ adopted throughout, there is still one 
essential feature that must be observed to insure absolute uni 
formity, so far as human means will permit, and that is the time 
allowed for the ripening process. This is something that can 
not be hurried; and the results obtained while the varnish is 
remaining in the tank undergoing the mysterious process of 
“ripening” cannot be produced by any artificial means so far 
discovered. ~ 

The proper time for ripening is from three to twelve months, 
according to the grade of varnish, so that it will be easily seen 
that to allow the varnish the full time to ripen, and at the same 
time keep a supply of “ripe” varnish on hand, sufficiently large 
to fill all orders and to meet emergencies, demands a very exten- 
sive storage capacity, and a poor equipment in this regard must 
necessarily prove disastrous to the production of uniform goods. 
a limited storage capacity compelling varnish manufactures io 
either ship unripe varnish or to refuse orders, or delay shipment 
until the stock ripens. 

Varnish carefully and correctly made from a tested and ap- 
proved formula is only half complete, and if not given the prop- 
er time to mature before shipping, will in all probability be con- 
demned by the consumer to whom it may be shipped. 

Varnish is frequently blamed for trouble which is really the 
result of carelessness on the part of the workmen. This will 
show that the trade should realize the great care taken by the 
manufacturers in the production of varnish. Nothing is done by 
guess work. Scientific rules govern throughout. Raw-material 
and finished product are submitted to laboratory tests; safe and 
sure precedents have succeeded the era of experimental un- 
certainties, and barring accidents the manufacturers know when 
starting to make a tank of varnish what the result will be beyond 
question. é 

The term “Japan” was originally given to the species of var- 
nish producing that rich, black, glossy finish that had its origin in 
Japan. That secretive race, however, no longer possesses the 
monopoly of the art of japanning, as we have long since solved 
its mysteries, and produce Japan as lustrous and durable as were 
ever made by Japanese. 

The word Japan has now a double commercial meaning, and 
may be roughly divided into two heads: Oil drying Japans and 
finishing Japans, the former being used by painters for drying 
paints and the latter for producing a finish on iron, wood and 
other surfaces. 

Finishing Japans consist of two classes; Air drying Japans 
and baking Japans. Black is the color in most general use, al- 
though colored Japans are frequently used for various orna- 
mental purposes. Sewing machine castings, small Hardware, tea- 
trays, wooden handles, and many other articles of this nature are 
among the things that owe their brilliancy and finish to Japan. 

In common with varnishes, there are many outside influences 
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that conspire against Japan. Like varnish, Japans are suscept- 
ible to changes of temperature and should be kept and used in 
a warm room, never allowed to get chilled, or used in any other 
but its normal consistency. 

The operation of baking is one requiring great care. The heat 
must be carefully regulated, and the conditions and capabilities 
of the oven and the surroundings carefully considered. A too high 
degree of heat, improper ventilation of oven, and many other 
causes are enough to spoil any baking Japan ever made.—Paint, 
Oil and Drug Review. 


PAINT REMOVERS. 

A good paint remover in paste form can be made by mixing 
a soiution of one pound caustic soda, and one pound pearl asi 
in one gallon of hot water with starch and china clay, in equal 
proportions to the consistency of stiff paste, says an exchange. 
lhe starch causes the remover to set to a jelly on cooling. Work 
treated with these alkiline paint removers must always be care- 
fully washed down before painting. Sometimes it is necessary 
to wash down with vinegar and water to “kill” the alkali which, 
if left, is sure to eat through and injure the paint. Paint and 
varnish removers of a spirituous nature are usually composed 
essentially of amyl alcohol or of fusel oil which contains a pro- 
portion of this alcohol. Amyl alcohol possesses the property of 
readily dissolving oils and gum rosins, and hence, instead of re- 
moving these materials by a process of saponification as is the 
case with the alkaline removers, the spirit removers actually dis- 
solve or at least render soft and pulpy the hardened oil and gum. 
Other ingredients of the spirituous removers are coal-tar benzine, 
acetone nitro-benzine and light hydrocarbon oils. Many of these 
preparations, however, are protected by patent rights. 


CURDLING OF VARNISH. 

The term curdling is applied when the mass of varnish in bulk 
gelatinises, Or assumes a partially solid consistency, and when 
varnish added to paint breaks up into clots instead of becoming 
evenly amalgamated. The phenomenon is not by any means un- 
common and deserves some attention. In the first form of curd- 
ling noted above, that in which the whole mass of varnish sets 
to a solid or semi-solid mass, excess of driers in the varnish 
is usually the cause, and it is therefore, as a rule, varnishes of 
the kind known as “hard drying” that usually exhibit the fault. 
Thus, hard church oak varnish, or a hard cheap oak varnish, is 
sometimes found to become quite gelatinized even when packed 
in tins away from the air. 

The addition of varnish containing resinate driers, or of tere- 
bine containing ‘the same ingredient or adulterated linseed oi), 
very often causes curdIng. Certain oils, colza, which 
from time to time find their way into paint oils greatly induce 
curdling under such conditions. Curdling ther may be consid- 
ered a sort of finger post indicating that things are not as they 
should be, but whether the fault lies in the varnish or in the ma- 
terials that have been mixed with it should be the subject of care-

ful investigation. 


NINGPO VARNISH. 

(Krom United States lice-Consul Cloud, Hangchau, China.) 

| desire to call attention to what is known among foreigners in 
this country as “Ningpo varnish,” made from the sap of the “var 
nish tree” (Rhus vernicifera or ernix vernicta,) which grows 
very extensively in Western and Southwestern China. The name 
was originally given because varnishers from Ningpo were more 
skilled in its preparation and use than others. 

The sap is gathered in the interior and brought to Huichoumin, 
in the Southern part of Anhui Province, where it is refined and 
then distributed to all parts of the Empire. It is sold by the re- 
tailer in the raw or pure state—that is, the pure, refined sap, and 
in the prepared form, which is a mixture of the refined sap with 
certain proportions of “wood oil.” It is in the proper blending 
of these that the skill of the varnisher is shown, as the color 
desired, the wood to be varnished, moisture of the atmosphere, 
and temperature are conditions that enter into the problem. The 
uses of the varnish are manifold. Wherever varnish is desired 
the Ningpo kind is used, and is so far superior to the ordinary 
varnish of commerce as to be in a class by itself. It is par- 
ticularly adapted to floors, tables, cabinets and such articles as are 
in constant use. It is also excellent for furniture of all kinds, 
as it does not scar easily and may be scrubbed with boiling water 
without the slightest injury to the very high polish of which it 
is capable. 

The greatest drawback to its use is the danger of “lacquer 
poisoning” to the workmen who use it. This is similar to “‘ivy 
poisoning,” and when the sap is fresh is regarded as rather dan- 


gerous. Once the varnish is dry there is no danger whatsoever. 
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It may be used in any climate that has a rainy season or wet 
weather. The varnishing is always done during the wet season 
and is allowed to dry slowly as the moisture of the atmosphere 
decreases. 

The market value of the pure sap, after refinement, is about 
$1.15 Mexican coin (about 53 cents) per catty (1% pounds 
avoirdupois), while the mixed varnish may be had for $0.56 
(about 27 cents) per catty. It may be mixed ready for use be- 
fore shipment, and does not deteriorate when once it has been 
properly blended. Something like a hundred years ago the 
Ningpoese had a monopoly of the varnish trade; but in some 
unaccountable manner they have lost it to the Huichau firms. 
Practically all the varnish used at the present time comes from 
Huichau. as its monopoly depends on a knowledge and skill whicn 
the Huichau people seem to be able to guard most effectively. 

The supply of the crude sap would seem to be unlimited, as the 
trees from which it is derived are found in great abundance in 
all the Middle Western and Southwestern Provinces. With 
proper methods of gathering the sap and of refinement it should 
be made one of the most profitable industries of China. So far 
as I am able to learn but little or none of it is exported to 
America.

OUR EXPORTS INCREASE. 


Exports of manufactures from the United States in the fiscal 
year 1905 were not only the largest on record, but are in excess of 
the combined exports of all articles in the centennial year, 1879, 
and nearly 140 million dollars more than the total imports and 
exports of the country at the close of the civil war. 

Statistics just compiled by the Bureau of Statistics of the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor show that the exports of man- 
ufactures in the year just ended amounted to $543,620,297, as 
against $452,415,921 in the preceding year, $433,851,756 in 1900, 
and $183,595,743 in 1895. |he growth in exports of manufac- 
tures far exceeds the growth of population or the growth in 
commerce as a whole. 

About 30 manufactured articles were exported during 1905 
with value in excess of $1,000,000 each, and that of these articles 
all except 7 showed an increase as compared with exports of 1904. 

Iron and steel manufactures supply about one-fourth of the 
manufactured articles exported from the United States, the total 
in 1905 having been $134,727.921, as against $111.948,586 in the 
preceding year, an increase of nearly 23 million dollars. Stee! 
rails showed an increase of 6 million dollars, chiefly in shipments 
to Canada, South America, Mexico, the West Indies, Japan and 
other oriental countries, in several of which railway development 
is proceeding at a rapid rate. Machinery also showed an increase 
in 1905 of more than 6 million dollars over 1904. A conspicuous 
feature, however, is the large increase in exports of locomotives 
to Japan, 151 engines having been sent thither in 1905, as against 
74 in the previous year. Mexico and Argentina increased their 
purchases of American sewing machines, while Japan increased 
her purchases of electrical machinery and Builders’ Hardware, 
each in a substantial degree. 
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Editorial Trade Review 


The trade reports are of the most favorable character, 
and orders that have not been already placed for the Fall 
trade on account of vacations and a season of relaxation 
intervening, are being hurried forward toward comple- 
tion. The Manufacturers are already in receipt of those 
specifications from the wholesale trade, which give them 
enough to work upon in the earlier stages of the season's 
business, and the factories are getting in shape to run ful! 
time from dite of resuming production. Orders present 
the customary quantities for prompt shipment, while 
requisitions for future shipments are left to be furnished 
later. Prices ruling on regular goods are of a char- 
acter that braces the market and give a sanguine tone to 
future requirements; the advances that have been an- 
nounced are apparently made with a view to even up 
the market on special items and not to hold up orders. 
Where the goods in question are approaching too nearly 
quotations that afford but little profit, it does no harm to 
make a slight change in price that enables them to be mar- 
keted without unprofitable allowance. 

The demand for certain lines of goods invariably pur- 
chased for stock requirements for [all and Winter trade 
is fully as sanguine as was anticipated by the Trade 
generally. Stove Boards, Scoops, Shovels and Spades, 
Pipe Elbows, Axes, Lanterns, etc., are certainly showing 
a condition of activity that speaks well for the immediate 
future of these regular goods, and warrants the preparing 
of stocks largely ahead that are certain to be in a condi- 
tion of depletion when the retailers show their hands and 
demand recognition. 

On Builders’ Hardware the demand is as full and com- 
plete as ever. The requirements for Fall trade are of the 
most satisfactory character, and the Manufacturers re- 
spond with their deliveries on specified dates requiring 
considerable effort to do justice to the orders. Better 
grades of goods are being called for, as the finest work 
is placed on new buildings; the great number of such 
edifices in course of erection in the leading trade centers 
being remarkable in point of numbers, and seemingly 
with no economy of outfit, which is in all essential par- 
ticulars up to date in everything that calls for first-class 


Hardware to fill the bill.

The only uncertainty in regard to crop develoy 
ment is in the Southern States, where the cotton crop i 
uncertain, especially in the vicinity of the yellow feve 
agitation, which affects Louisiana and Mississippi an 
parts of Georgia and Alabama, where the merchants ar: 
inactive in purchasing goods until the fever has abated o 
at least shown signs of 1:mprovement. Many of the tray 
eling men canvassing this territory have found it desir 
able to abandon their reutes. In other parts of the South 
ern territory the greatest prosperity is visible; in th 
large cities structures of the better kind are being erected, 
such as business houses, public buildings, office buildings 


and fine residences for the wealthier class.

Savings Bank Deposit—Right of Survivor. 


QuesTION: “A” and “B,” who were husband and wife, each 
had an account in the same savings bank. Some months before 
the wife’s death they had signed and sent to the bank a paper ot 
which the following is a copy: “Gentlemen—We, the owners ot 
bank books number ————, desire to have our accounts merged 
into an account running to “A” or “B,” or the survivor of them, 
cur object being that in case of the death of either, the other may 
draw the whole money.” |he wife having pre-deceased the hus 
band and both parties now being dead, is the husband’s adminis- 
trator entitled to the entire fund? 

RepLy: We think if the order was delivered to the bank dur 
ine the life time of both parties and it was never revoked by 
either, that it would operate to vest the title to the entire deposit 
in the survivor. We think the effect of the paper was a «i 
rection to the bank to change their respective deposits so as to 
make each a joint owner, analagous to a joint tenancy in real 
estate, so that upon tne death of one the survivor became the 


owner of the whole. 


Liability of a City for Discharge of Fireworks on Streets. 


OvrstiIoN: Has a person who is injured by the explosion of 
lireworks on a public street in a city any right to sue the cit) 
to recover damages for the injury? 

Repty: While there is great difference of opinion in different 
States as to the liability of a city under such circumstances, 1 
is well settled in New York, New Jersey and other leading juris 
dictions that a city is liable if it permits the discharge of fire 
works on a public street where it has power to prohibit them 
Evidence of such acquiescence or permission is usually obtaine« 
from a municipal ordinance or a license or permit granted by the 
mayor, aldermen or common council. If such a permit was given, 
and in view of the place, the danger involved and the occasion, 
the discharge of fireworks was an unreasonable and unwarrante. 
use cf the streets and exposed persons and property to injury, : 
would properly be held to be a public nuisance for which the city 
would be liable. Of course, there is always a distinction be 
tween highways depending on their location, the extent of their 
use and the danger involved in case of accident. Fireworks 11 
certain streets may, or may not, be a nuisance according to th 
circumstances, which usually present a question of fact. But 
the principle of municipal liability 1s established.

\\ould suggest to the National Hardware Association that thy 
increase the salary of their secretary, Mr. Fernley, to such an 
amount as will compensate him for making a list of legitimate 
jobbers in his association and keeping us posted as to the same. 

Now let the jobber agree as follows: “We hereby agree thit 


we will buy all of the Hardware that we handle from the mannu- 


facturers who are associated with the National Hardware Manu- 
facturers’ Association;” “‘We hereby agree also that we will 
not attempt to buy from said manufacturers at less than the es- 
tablished price that they may from time to time place upon their 
product;” “We also agree that we will sell Hardware to the le- 
gitimate Hardware trade only and that we will have only one 
price on the goods that we sell, the same to apply to every re- 
taller to whom we sell goods: “We also agree to confine vur- 
selves in our sales to such retail Hardware merchants as Secre- 
tary Corey of the National Hardware Association may name 
as being entitled to buy goods from us.” 

Let the retailer agree as follows: “We hereby agree that we 
will buy all our Hardware from the jobbers who are associated 
with the National Hardware Association;” “We also agree that 
we will pay the prices as they may be established from time to 
time by the National Hardware Association;” “We will agree 
that we will not under any circumstances try to induce the manu- 
facturer to sell us goods;” “We will also agree that we will re- 
tail Hardware at a fair legitimate profit and percentage that may 
be agreed upon by the secretaries of the three associations, that 
is the manufacturers, jobbers and retailers. 

Would also suggest that Mr. Corey’s salary be increased to an 
amount that will compensate him for the extra labor involved in 
carrying out his part of these agreements. 

There is no doubt but that such agreements as these can b: 
executed and of course should be lived up to. 

This would place the manufacturer, the jobber and the retailer 
in a position where they would know just what they were doing. 
It would place the Catalogue Houses among the list of retailers 
where they belong and all of the rest of us retailers would know 
ust what the other fellow was paying for his goods. Would 
this not be an ideal condition of affairs to do business under? 
| have been inclined to write as above from the fact that some 


of us seem to think that we are in business not for profit, but to 


do good to our fellow men. 

| for one am free to admit that | am in business to make what 
| can out of it and if I see an oppertunity to buy a line of goods 
at a price that I think is low, leaving me a margin of profit, | 
am uclined to buy of the party who offers such a price. 

lo get back to the subject of “Special Brands,” would say, 
personally, | buy very few goods except with the manufacturers’ 
Inbe| on them. There is one object only to be obtained from 
“Special Brands,” and that is to have your customer. be he re- 
tailer or consumer, believe that the goods are made especially fot 
yo. and to cover the manufacturer's name out of sight. 


jobber, of course, is making new business for himself 
Wherever he goes, and feels that if he induces a customer to buv 
a ccrtain brand of goods that he is entitled to the profit thar 


comes trom the future sales to that customer on this particular 
brand of goods. He wishes also to avoid having the customer 
[ry to go around him and buy the article from the manufacturer. 


This is wholly in the nature of self-protection, on the other 
hand, the manufacturer who is represented dislikes of course very 
much to abide his identity and to not be known to the trade, his 
position is just as justifiable as the jobber is in his position. 

The majority of retail merchants, I believe, prefer to have their 
customers think that they are buying their goods of the manu- 
facturer. There is a belief among the people that the dealer who 
buys at first hands is likely to have the better prices than the one 
who buys from the jobber. 

| do not think that this question should be so agitated as to 
create a feeling of animosity between the manufacturers, the 
jobbers and the retailers. It cannot be forced on the trade and 
it seems to me that the less said about it from this time on the 
better. 

The “millennium” has not yet been reached and while there 
are wide channels for good to be accomplished by association 
work, and by united action on the part of the three branches of 
the trade. there are questions that it sometimes seem to some 
of us we can settle, but when we reach them we find that the 


solution is not so easy to find. 


FAVORS SPECIAL BRANDS. 

| am most positively in favor of Special Brands rather- than 
factory brands.

First: Buying from a reliable jobber we can always rely upon 
good goods, which can be sold with a strong guarantee, because 
the jobber stakes the reputation of his specials.

Fourth: By Special Brands you cannot conflict with your com- 
petitors. Factory brands become a question of price only. 

Fifth: On Special Brands I can make profit which 1s satisfac- 
tory. On Factory brands, | cannot.

DEPENDS ON POINT OF VIEW. 

A Western firm writes HARDWARE as follows: 

Jeing both in the jobbing and manufacturing business, all 
phases of the Special Brand controversy have had to be firmly 
met by us. As manufacturers we do no Special Brand business, 
it being a damper on ideals and enthusiasm and that striving for 
perfection necessary to success, as one loses the business unde 
pressure of the first break in prices. As jobbers, handling some 
of our own private brands, the temptation to be influenced in 
buying, by price and profits, against our own better judgment 


has been too strong to resist, 


THE RETAILER NEEDS QUALITY. 


(Contributed. ) 

It is certainly true that the retailer has every reason to have 
a higher regard for quality than for any special name or device, 
whether it be manufacturers or jobbers brand. There is a great- 
er chance for success in handling goods of high quality thus 
establishing a reputation, which in time becomes a great asset, 
than undertaking to push an inferior article because there 1s 1 
larger percentage of temporary profit. 

It seems to me that the retailer who recognizes this principle 
is the one who will win in the end, and to such a man Jobbers’ 
Special Brands are looked upon with suspicion. Human nature 
itself is sufficient authority for arriving at the conclusion thit 
greater dependence may be placed in goods bearing the manufac- 
turers’ name, than those bearing the merchant's. 

It is to be assumed that the manufacturer maintains, as nearly 
as possible, smooth operation of his own plant, but in the process 
there is sure to be a smaller or larger percentage of his output 
which will not pass critical inspection and examination. The 
question arises what is the manufacturer to do with those in- 
ferior lots? If perchance he is making Special Brands, is it 
not more natural for him to put his name on the best goods, and 
the other fellow’s name on the inferior ones, especially as he is 
compelled to sell the latter at a lower price. 

I feel sure that the better class of retailers already realize this 
condition, and I have no doubt that a larger measure of prefer- 
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ence will be given to Manufacturers’ Brands in future, because 
of the very able opinions expressed by the leading retailers in the 
Trade Journals since the Manufacturers Convention in June. 

There may be as many special Brands in the near future as 
in the past, but I think that the quantities sold under each name 
will gradually grow less, and the man who will do much to bring 
about this condition is the retailer. 


THE RETAILER TO ARBITRATE.

The Special Brand question is developing. The time is past 
when the simple assertion that standard brands are the only 
thing or that we must have Special Brands will settle the ques- 
tion with the ordinary merchant. He is being educated by the 
logical deductions that are being made by the leaders on both 
sides of the controversy. Mr. Bogardus in his Hot Springs ad- 
dress summed the question up as clear as a bell, and without 
doubt voices the opinion of the majority of the Hardware dealers 
throughout the country. But Mr. Norvell in nosing around in his 
committee work has seen things among the manufacturers, has 
smelled something and has lifted the lid a little. Mr. Norvell 
does not put as much confidence in the integrity of the manufac- 
turer as does Mr. Bogardus. He hints at a great many shady 
things that the manufacturer does and not without some founda- 
tion. I think it is Lincoln Stiffens in his “Crimes of the Cities” 
who makes the assertion that the business man is at the bottom of 
almost all political graft and the business men referred to in this 
case were almost entirely manufacturers. The manufacturers 
were the first to combine, put their wits together and commence 
to manipulate things. They soon had the jobbers where the hair 
was short. The jobbers, with a shrewdness born of desperation, 
figured out the Special Brands idea which would give them a 
leg to stand on. The scheme worked, but as soon as they have 
got comfortably steady on their pins the manufacturers rise up 
and try to block them. It is now a scrap between the manufac- 
turer and the jobber and the retailer is called in to arbitrate. 

As a retailer I should be in favor of maintaining the old stan- 
dard brands provided that by so doing the manufacturer would 
keep a level head, and not conclude to skin the jobber and re- 
tailer out of their legitimate profits.

(From Manufacturers. ) 
Regarding Special Brands, we think that the whole matter is 
summed up in the 31st verse of the 25th Chapter of Genesis.

We have nothing to say on the subject of Special Brands, 
further than that we have never deemed it advisable to manu- 
facture goods under any other than our own regular brand. 
% x 
We are not interested in Special Brands, as these are sme. 
thing that we have always been against. 
* x 
We do not make up our high-grade goods under any 
Special Brand, nor are we required to do so, the jobbers pre- 
ferring to sell them under our name. We make a cheaper class 
of goods, which we sometimes put up under Special Brands, but 
only when we are able to take orders for them in very large 
quantities. 


SELECTING A TRADE MARK. 

In the selection of a trade-mark the first question to consider 
is its commercial adaptability to the purpose for which it is 
intended. There is a fitness in names, signs or symbols used in 
connection with the vending of merchandise which, in itself, may 
become a thing of great value. Some names or trade-marks are 
absolutely without point or meaning, and as such are of little 
value, whereas, other trade-marks are so striking and peculiar 
and characteristic of the particular goods or trade with which 
they are connected as to aid the advertiser in exploiting them. 

It is important, therefore, in the selection of a trade-mark to 
review carefully the commercial adaptability of the particular 
name or mark as a trade-mark. When this is accomplished, it 
is important that the name or trade-mark be submitted to counsel 
for review to determine several questions, first as to whether-the 
mark has been used by another in connection with the same class 
of merchandise. If it has, it may not again be appropriated for 
that purpose, for there may not be two identical or similar trade- 
marks for the same class of goods. The first mark is the one that 
is valid. To ascertain these facts, it is necessary to make exam- 
inations of the records of the Patent Office and also to investigate 
the trade publications to ascertain, if possible, whether the mark 
has been used before. It is not always possible, even with the 
examination of all of these records, to finally say that the mark 
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is new, but it is important to take these steps before emb king 
on an expendiutre of capital. I recall one case where a client 
of ours selected the words ‘Red Star Cough Cure.” We made 
an examination of the records of the United States and » road 
and reviewed the catalogues of the trade to find anything to inter- 
fere with it. The mark was registered and a large sum of money 
was spent in the establishment of the business when it was dis- 
covered that a druggist of a small Western town had use’ this 
mark in connection with a cough medicine manufactured him 
for twenty years. It became necessary, in order to save the busi- 
ness, to buy the rights and good-will of this druggist, which were 
secured at the cost of several thousand dollars. 

When it is discovered that the mark is commercially goo) and 
has not been appropriated before, the remaining question is 4s 
to its legal sufficiency; that is to say, whether it 1s descriptive of 
the character or quality of the goods, whether it 1s deccptive, 
whether it is truthful, whether it is a geographical name, ete. 
etc., all as indicated in previous remarks. Assuming, however, 
that it fulfills all of these requirements, it is a mark to be 
cherished and one on which possibly, by judicious advertisement 


and business management, a great commercial enterprise may be 
founded. 
You may be interested to know, also, how the monopoly in the 


use of a trade-mark is maintained. The right to a trade-mark 
is acquired in this country and in England by what is known 
as adoption and use; that is to say, the first user 1s permitted 
to use it uninterruptedly. But in most of the foreign countries 
the right is obtained by compliance with registration laws regu- 
lating that subject. It is highly important that the owner of a 
trade-mark should register his mark in all countries in which 
he does business or expects to do business, as this forms the 
foundation of the right. Where an infringement occurs, the 
remedy is by suit in equity. A statement of the case 1s prepared 
and filed with the court of equity and testimony is taken to prove 
the origin and ownership of the mark, and also the registration 
thereof, if it is registered, and also to prove the infringing ac:s 
of the defendant. When these are all before the court, argument 
is had and the court determines whether the infringing device 
is an interference with the rights of the complainant in th: 3 
If the court determines that it is an infringement, an injunction 
order is issued, which is an order directed to the defendant com 
manding him to discontinue the infringing practices. This order 
is served on the defendant, and should he violate this order, he 
will be subject to puuishment for contempt, which, in some cases, 
means fines or imprisonment.—E-tracts from Address by James 
Low Stewart.

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CHINESE CHARACTERISTIC TOOLS. 


By F. A. GANNON. 

John Chinaman is a poor farmer. No enterprising Hardware 
man advertises to him the latest ideas in farm tools, or sells him 
the newest seeds or the hundred and one labor-saving devices 
that the Yankee farmer enjoys. It is a well-known fact that the 
Chinese are a hundred years and more behind the times in the 
use of modern inventions, but it is dithcult to conceive by what 
strange contortions of minds they have managed to produce their 
peculiar implements for agriculture and other purposes. 

For instance, in the collection of the Peabody museum, in Sa- 
lem, Mass., a Chinese plow has a single handle, and an iron 
shoe, but it contains wood enough to build a house, and the wood 
is put together in such an awkward, puzzling manner that one 
opens his eyes in wonder at it, especially a long curved arm 
that sticks out ahead of the shoe like an inverted bowsprit 

A rake, with four long iron prongs, and a hoe, look like rea 
sonable implements, as does a harrow, but a water raiser 1s 4 
device that one would expect to meet only in clumsy, slow mov- 
ing China. This water raiser looks something like the endless 
belts used as conveyors in many American factories. But it 1s 
built entirely of wood. Its joints are cleverly hinged, however. 
The belts revolve, as scoops up water, but a small American boy, 
with a small American pump, would drown that Chinese watet 
raiser in about three minutes. 

A buck saw 1s a characteristic Chinese implement. 
are set backwards, exactly opposite to the American way. It’s 
frame is of hard wood, but it is stiffened up with twisted bamboo, 
just as an old time New England saw used to be tightened u? 
with twisted hemp. A Chinese plane consists of a block of hard 
wood, through which a blade has been forced, and is held fixed 
in its place. Chinese rules and squares look like common sens¢ 
tools, except that they are marked with the queer Mongolian 
hierogylphics. A Chinese hatchet has a square head, and, al- 
though it is fully 114 inches thick in its thickest part, yet it is 
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ground down to such a keen edge that a lusty Yankee would 
have little trouble to split the morning kindling with it. And a 
New York mason would have no trouble in using a Chinese 
, except that he might not find the Union label beneath the 


tro\ 
mortir that still sticks to the iron. 

Q:e part of the Chinese exhibit in this museum that gives a 
man a shudder is that containing Chinese barber tools. A Chi- 


nese tonsorial artist would skin an American a mile, for fact, not 
for -lang, or at least, it looks as if that would happen if he got 
the unfortunate “Melican” man into the chair. A typical Chi- 
nese razor has a blade about two inches long, and a third of an 
inch thick at its heel. This blade is jointed to a handle as 
thick as a fat lead pencil. Possibly its edge was once keen, but 
the »lade was never concaved, and it now looks as if it would do 
a fair job for a school boy. Other razors are much like it. 
L{owever, it must not be presumed that the Chinese are clumsy 
because their tools look so. They can outcarve any nation. 
Some beautiful specimens of ivory carving from China-—boats, 
temples, flowers and other articles—are contained in this mu- 
seuni. and, in particular, is an ivory sphere, about six inches -n 
diameter, containing 12 and 20 movable spheres, each one oi 
the twelve and of the twenty being inside the other, and each 
being carved with delicate tracings. How in the world it was 
ever done is a Chinese puzzle; also a testimonial to Chinese skill 





and patience. 

ihe ways of the Chinese are peculiar, according to Bret Harte, 
but the demand of the Chinese is for modern goods in the Hard- 
ware and other trades, according to George E. Anderson, U. S. 
consul at Hankau, China, and other authorities. China is cred- 
ited with originating the mariner’s compass, printing, gun- 
powder, poker and many other devices, good and bad, but, de- 
spite her early start in civilization her people are to-day sadly 
lacking many of the necessities of an up-to-date world. There- 
fore there are markets in China for modern American goods, 
and, according to various reports, certain American goods have 
gained a little foothold in coast cities and trading towns, just a 
tiny grip on China’s mass of 400,000,000 people. ““There’s mil- 
lions in it,’ 1s the vain opinion of the Chinese trade, promul- 
gated by the dreamy Colonel Sellers, but it remained for the 
hustling Yankee, German and Englishman to realize Seller’s 
vision, in ways most practical and profitable. 

Queer Hardware is to be found in China, and some choice 
specimens of it have been collected in the Peabody museum in 
Salem, Mass. Chinese agricultural implements and Chinese car- 
penter and mason tools are peculiar, in the sense that Bret Harte 
uses the word, and other Chinese things are picturesque. 

for instance, a Chinese gentleman of the old school takes his 
cutlery with him when he goes out to dine, a nice assortment of 
private chop sticks, a keen thin-bladed knife, six inches long, and 
a fan, all of which fold up in the peculiar Chinese way, and ‘s 
carried in the girdle, the pants pocket of the shirted Mongolians. 
Several fine specimens of these chop stick sets are contained ‘n 
the museum. 

Other picturesque bits of Chinese Hardware are finger nail 
guards, or curved thimbles elongated three or four inches, «9 
that they will protect the long finger nails that the Chinese ad- 
mire, and that discourage the manicure industry in the Flowery 
Kingdom. <A fly brush of cocoanut fibres suggests that the man 
with the modern metal fly catcher might find plenty of trade in 
mode! Chinese homes. 

Some Chinese guns and weapons are wonderful tools of the 
warrior’s art. One match lock gun is ten feet long and it’s butt 
and stock looks like a piece of timber. It is matched by a spear 
like sword equally high, and more ferocious, for it has a saw 
like edge and a spike prong. Two handed swords are six fe>t 
long, and several cannon suggest those old Revolutionary guns 
that are stuck up in New England towns for hitching posts. A 
whole arsenal of these monstrous weapons would not stand up 
for ten minutes against a modern repeating rifle, or even a Rough 
Rider with a couple of favorite Colts. 

A dolchin is a curious looking Chinese scale. It’s method of 

use not apparent. It consists of a hard wood pole six feet 
long. and it’s swivel, and also its platform chain is at the same 
end. Some small and peculiar looking balances, made largely 
wood, are used for weighing gold. 
A Chinese rice mill is of stone. A little iron padlock is about 
the size of a bullet, and a few brass locks and keys have a mul- 
tiplicity of parts. A Chinese razor—well, it looks like an instru- 
ment of torture, and before viewing it thoroughly, it is well to 
glance at the Sam Sing’s Hop Toy set, that is guaranteed to send 
him into the land of joy in a few moments. The Chinese opium 
smoker uses a number of knives and needles in preparing lis 
opium. However, the Yankee trader would undoubtedly prefer 
to supply Hardware more beneficial to the somnolent nation, anid 
these things may be taken up later.

HISTORY OF THE MICHIGAN ASSOCIATION. 
By Henry C.WEBER, 
(Read at the Saginaw, Mich., Convention. ) 

On July oth, 1895, a small coterie of men, numbering altogether 
eighteen, representing nineteen different Hardware firms in the 
State of Michigan, gathered together at the Hotel Cadillac, and 
there in convention assembled, laid the foundation of the Michi- 
gan Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association. To appreciate the 
importance of this step it is necessary that we have in mind the 
condition of the retail Hardware trade prior to that time. There 
had been no previous effort at organization; in fact the retail 
Hardware business was still in a chaotic state; it was just emerg- 
ing from its undeveloped and pristine state. The rapid growth 
and the activity of the department stores and mail order houses 
were retarding its development. Any united effort upon the 
part of those who made Hardware their exclusive profession was 
necessary for the individuality and the life of that business. 
There was no fellow-feeling among those engaged in the same 
trade. Friendships between rival dealers were practically un- 
known, and rivalry and competition in business often developed 
into feud. Obnoxious laws working hardship upon the mercha it 
were upon the statute books, the repeal of which no individual 
alone could accomplish. The enactment of just laws on the sub. 
jects of Trust, Bankruptcy, Tariff, Interstate Commerce, Etc., 
in consonance with the progress of the times was necessary, of 
which an intelligent understanding could only be gained by an 
interchange of ideas of those in like business; trusts were form. 
ing among manufacturers, raising the prices to the consumer and 
cutting down the profits of the retailer, a condition which a mer- 
chant standing by himself alone could not combat. This was the 
situation when F. F. Carleton of Calumet issued the call for the 
first convention of our association, and to him, who became its 
first president. and Mr. H. C. Minnie, of Eaton Rapids, the first 
secretary, mainly belongs the credit for this inception and the suc- 
cess of that first meeting. 

The others who were present and who on that account are 
worthy of mention here are as follows: 

D. B. Martin, of Bay City; Charles F. Bock, of Battle Creek; 
F. D. McDonnell, of Bay City; D. W. Bloodgood, of Wyan- 
dotte; C. Frank Ireland, of Belding; John Popp, of Saginaw; 
L. R. Brockett, of Battle Creek; D. A. Kanter, of Holland; A. 
R. Barrett, of Union City; W. J. Boyce, of Port Huron; W. T. 
Hibbard, of Lansing; J. B. Sperry, of Port Huron; C. A. Har- 
vey, of Morley Bros., Saginaw; John B. Jochim, of Ishpeming; 
Kdward A. Moye, of Marquette; Henry C. Weber, of Detroit. 

These eighteen men, fired by the enthusiasm of the two leaders, 
took on the roll of missionaries and went out to preach the new 
doctrine, to gather others into the fold. At the adjourned meet- 
ing which was held on February t2th, 1896, in Saginaw, the mem- 
bership had already increased to forty. A constitution and by- 
laws were then adopted, and the organization completed. None 
who were present at that memorable session will forget the re- 
joicing of the members and the open-hearted hospitality extended 
by our Saginaw brethren. 

The second convention was held at the Cadillac Hotel in De- 
troit on July 8th, 1896. The roll of members had then run up to_ 
ninety-five. At this meeting an important innovation was made: 
papers on subjects of practical interest to Hardwaremen were for 
the first time read and there members were, by an interchange 
of ideas and experiences, given the benefit of the latest and 
best thought along the lines of their own business. These papers 
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awakened in the individual Hardware merchant a lively interest 
in matters to which he had given but little or no attention before, 
and they have become one of the important features of all our 
meetings. At this session I had the honor to be chosen as your 
president, and Mr. H. C. Minnie was continued as secretary. 
The third convention took place at Battle Creek on July 14th, 
1897. The members then numbered one hundred and thirty-one. 
The importance of the association was then already apparent, and 
its influence had impressed itself upon the legislation of the 
State. At the previous convention, C. A, Harvey, of Saginaw, 
brought to the attention of the association the imperfect state 
of the lien law, affording l:ttle or no protection to the dealer, 
and it was resolved then to procure the passage of proper laws 
remedying the condition. In my address as president at the 
third annual convention, it was ‘my privilege to call attention to 
the fact that due to the efforts of this association and of its mem- 


bers, a fair and satisfactory lien law had been passed. At this 
meeting the late Charles F. Bock was elected as president, and 
Mr. H. C. Minnie was again re-elected as secretary. Through 


the affability, untiring industry and energy of its president, the 
membership of this association was, during the succeeding year, 
swelled to one hundred and seventy-nine. Mr. Bock was an 
indefatigable worker, spending his own time and money traveling 
through many sections of the State to promote the interests and 
the welfare of this organization, and_ the which he 
achieved will live as a monument to his memory. 

The fourth convention was again held at Detroit on July 13th, 
1898, and C. G. Jewett, of Howell, was made president, and H. 
C. Minnie was for the fourth time elected secretary. At the 
fifth convention, which again took place at Detroit on July 12th, 
1899, Mr. Henry W. Weber, of Bay City, was elevated to the 
chair and F. H. Cozzens, of Detroit, became secretary, Mr. H. 
C. Minnie having declined a fifth term. During this administra- 
tion delegates were sent to represent us and to take part in the 
of a national organization which has 


success 


formation at Chicago, III, 
since become a power for good in the development of the Hard- 
ware trade. 

The sixth convention gathered at Detroit on July tr1th, 1900, 
electing George W. Hubbard, of Flint, to the presidency, and 
re-electing E. H. Cozzens to his former positions. At this time 
the association had again manifested its usefulness in procuriag 
by its united strength the enactment of laws to meet the con- 
stantly changing and progressive condition of trade and com- 
merce. The garnishment laws of this State had for many years 
contained provisions which made it possible for a man of small 
or medium salary, drawing it weekly, to beat his creditors out of 
that portion thereof which should rightfully go to them, An 
amendment adjusting tnis condition to conform with justice «was 
vigorously opposed by a certain organized element, and it would 
have been impossible for the merchant single-handed to combat 
against it. Concerted effort through the medium of this organi- 
zation, however, finally succeeded in procuring a change in the 
law that is more nearly consistent with justice. 

The next three annual conventions were all held in the city of 
Detroit. At the seventh, H. C. Minnie, of Eaton Rapids, was 
elected president, and Fred H. Cozzens, secretary. At the eighth, 
Mr. T. F. Ireland, of Belding, was elected president and A. J. 
Scott secretary, and at the ninth, John Popp, of Saginaw, was 
elected president and A. J. Scott secretary. At the tenth con- 
vention which took place at Grand Rapids on August toth, 1904, 
the membership was then two hundred and twenty-four. J. B. 
Sperry, of Port Huron, was made president, and A. J. Scott, of 
Marine City, re-elected secretary. During this vigorous and able 
administration, the most successful in the history of our associa- 
tion, the membership has risen rapidly and in an unusual degree. 
so that at the present time the total number 1s 537. 

This growth has been so marvelous and could have been at- 
tained only by the most tireless energy, that I hope the apprecia- 
tion of this association of the thoroughness and efficiency of its 
faithful officers will be happily demonstrated, and I propose right 
now that we give three cheers and a tiger for President Sperry 
and Secretary Scott. Their example is one to be emulated by 
all future officers.

POPULAR TALKS ON LAW. 
Copyrighted 1905, by William C. Sprague. 
Landlord and Tenant. 

No. 5. Is the landlord bound to make the premises tenant- 
able? When is the tenant justified in abandoning the premises 
or refusing to pay rent? 

Where there is nothing in the lease laying an obligation on the 
landlord to make the premises tenantable, it is implied in the 
law that the tenant took the premises as they stood; in other 
words, there is no implied warranty on the part of the landlord 
that the premises are tenantable. The great exception to this 
rule is in cases where there is some secret or concealed defect in 
the premises which renders them dangerous to life or health, 
and the defect was known to the landlord and unknown to the 
tenant. - For instance, if the tenant should rent property without 
knowing that it had been occupied just previously by a small- 
pox patient and this fact was within the knowledge of the land- 
lord, the tenant would be justified in abandoning the premises. 
Some cases have gone to the extent of saying that this exception 
covers a case of defective heating or defective plumbing where 
the defects go to the extent of endangering life or health. 

The tenant should see to it that in the lease the landlord agrees 
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to keep the premises in a tenantable condition; nor shoul: the 


tenant forget that the mere verbal promise of the landlo: to 
keep the premises in tenantable condition, no matter whe. the 
promise was given, would not be binding. 

After a lease hds been executed the verbal promise o: the 


landlord to repair is void, unless there was a consideration «iven 
for the promise; nor would a landlord’s promise to repair the 
premises in consideration of the tenant not abandoning the »rem- 
ises before the end of the term be good, because of lack of con- 
sideration, the tenant already being under obligation to reinain 
until the end of the term. 

Any inducement, whether by writing or by word of 1 uth, 
made by the landlord, which leads. the tenant to rent and which 
afterwards proves to be false or fraudulent, will of course just- 
ify the tenant in abandoning, but the representation or statement 
must be something more than a promise. A statement t. the 
effect that premises are tenantable when they are not, such 
statement being used to induce the tenant to rent. may justify 
an abandonment of the premises, but an unfulfilled promise o/ the 
landlord made before the lease is signed, or at the time, or after- 
ward to the effect that he will make them tenantable wil! not 
justify an abandonment; and, if verbal, such promise is void 

This brings us to the general question as to the circumstances 
under which tenants may abandon premises and refuse to pay 
rent. We have seen that the mere promise of the landlord to make 
repairs which he fails to fulfill, will not justify abandoning the 
premises and refusing to pay rent. It is the usual course pursued 
by tenants, but the courts as a rule will not permit the tenant 
thus to take the remedy into his own hands. There are two 
courses open to the tenant if the landlord has promised to make 
repairs, or to make improvements, and fails or refused to do so: 
one is to sue the landlord for damages, and the other is to make 
the repairs or improvements and sue the landlord for the cost of 
them. And the tenant may recover in his judgment not only for 
the cost of repairs but for the damage he has suffered by inter- 
ruptions to his business or otherwise during the time that the 
premises were being repaired. But it is never allowable for the 
tenant to remain in possession and at the same time refuse to pay 
rent; nor is an unfulfilled promise ground for abandonment. 

To this general statement, which seems somewhat unjust on 
its face, there is the general exception that if the premises are 
absolutely unfit for the purposes for which they were rented, or 
become so through the landlord’s fault in not keeping his promise, 
the tenant is released from his contract and may abandon the 
premises, but this exception has not been upheld in every case. 
Where it has been upheld is only where there has been a total 
failure of consideration; that is, where premises have been totall) 
unfit for the purpose intended, or where the landlord has broken 
an express promise to make them fit. 

Another class of cases is where the landlord agrees to make 
certain repairs or improvements before the tenant takes posses- 
sion. We have seen that after the tenant has once taken posses- 
sion a broken promise on the part of the landlord, as a rule, does 
not justify refusing to pay rent or abandoning, but where the 
landlord has failed to make the repairs or improvements and the 
tenant has not yet taken possession, the tenant may refuse to take 
possession on the ground that he is released from his contract. 
Here, as in other cases, we caution the tenant that if the lease 
itself is in writing the landlord’s agreement regarding repairs, to 
be binding, must be inserted in the lease itself. It is a general 
rule of the law that where the contract is reduced to writing the 
law presumes that the writing contains all the terms, and one 1s 
not permitted to offer testimony that adds to or varies the terms 
as written. It is admissible, however, to show that after the con 
tract was made it was varied by verbal agreement. 

If the landlord is to make repairs before possession is to be 
given to the tenant and the tenant enters the premises beiore 
the repairs are made, he does not thereby waive his right to have 
them made. 

As fraud vitiates a contract so a tenant may abandon the preim- 
ises and refuse to pay rent when he was induced to take the 
premises by false statements. The false statements need not be 
in the lease itself; anything said or done by the landlord, even 
though innocently, which is materially false, and at the same time 
induces the tenant to take the premises, will result in annulling 
the contract. The mere concealment by the landlord of some 
defect, provided the defect renders the premises dangerous to 
life or health, will amount to a misstatement, but the concealment 
of immaterial matters will not so operate. 

If the tenant intends to take advantage of false statements 10 
surrender his lease he must do so promptly upon discovet: 1g 
that the statements were false. His failure to do so promptly wi!l 
lead to the presumption that he has waived his right. He may 
not only abandon the premises in such cases but he may sue tor 
damages. Furthermore, he may remain in possession if he 
pleases, waiving his right to abandon the premises, and may sie 
for damages caused by the fraud.

London, August 12. 
IRON MONGERY AT THE AGRICULTURAL HALL, LONDON. 

[i .s now six years since the first Ironmongery Exhibition was 
oper d at the Agricultural Hall. This function, which has been 
held .nnually, has been well supported by British Hardwaremen. 
This year, however, there has been a considerable falling off in 
the number of exhibitors and in the attendance; therefore, the 
exhivition, which has just closed, cannot be said to have been 
thoroughly satisfactory. It is felt by some that the needs of the 
trade will be met by omitting a year, and it is hoped the num- 
ber of new inventions and improvements in general Hardware 
brought out within the next two years will give fresh impetus 
to the trade interest, and enable the management to hold a thor- 
oughly successful show in 1907. ‘Those exhibitors who occupied 
space made up excellent stands, and, although there were but few 
novelties On view, a splendid assortment of household and do- 
mestic ironmongery and machinery was gathered together. As 
on previous occasions American manufacturers were fairly well 
represented. To the Block Light Company of England, whose 
head headquarters is at Saracen House, Snow Hill, London, be- 
longs the honor of being the first firm to introduce American 
gas lighting mantles into Great Britain, and they were not slow 
to emphasize the fact and to show visitors the excellent quali- 
ties of their mantles and fittings. In view of the approaching 
autumn trade incandescent gas lighting appliances were very much 
in evidence and a number of new burners and fittings, in addi- 
tion to those well-known to the trade were shown. Among the 
striking novelties in this section were the “Black Dhia- 
mond” mantles shown by the United Kingdom Lighting Trust, 
Ltd., which firm claim to have produced a mantle giving increased 
light. remarkably tough and pliable when handled. One of the 
latest domestic novelties was a new “crummer,” which does away 
with the old style of rubbing bread through a sieve by hand; it 
a cleanly and economical domestic accessory handled by Titt 
& Co., of 3 King’s Road, Brighton. British tronmongers are 
well acquainted with the old-fashioned firm of R. & W. Wilson & 
Sons, Ltd., of 19 Wardour Street, London, and this firm not 
only manufacture japanned goods, including baths and _ trunks, 
for the home market, but do an extensive business in all parts 
of the world; their stand was specially interesting and one of the 
best staged in the exhibition. American heating appliances were 
ably represented by the American Radiator Co., of 98 Shoe Lane, 
London, who showed about twenty different types of radiators; 
their “Verona” radiators are exceedingly ornamental and their 
sterling quality much appreciated. During the last few years 
British ironmongers have taken up the of watches and 
jewelry and those who have been most successful in this class 
of business are R. H. Ingersoll and Bro., of Ely Place, London, 
whose beautifully arranged stand of American watches was 
much admired, and the different “helps to business” they supply 
their customers with tend to promote additional sales. These 
astefully designed stands are specially made in order that watche: 

It was particu- 
larly gratifying to learn that fully 75 per cent. of this firm’s b:1s1- 
ness is done through ironmongers, showing that, in this instance,

Since 
the introduction of smokeless powder British makers have vied 
with one another in the’ production of high-class cartridges, and, 
undou stedly, the ammunition now on the market may be thor- 
ough!y relied upon, and the guns which are being offered by the 
leadins manufacturers are fitted with the latest improvements 


and include the highest types of modern gun-making. Since the 
South African War considerable impetus has been given to rifle 
clubs, and many young men now take great interest in acquiring 
proficiency in accurate shooting and target practice. For this 
purpose ironmongers are selling freely American rifles, side by 
side with those manufactured in Birmingham. The Harrington 
& Richardson Arms Co., of Worcester, Mass., have been specially 
successful in producing firearms suitable to the English markets. 
Their automatic ejecting single gun, model 1900, being very ac- 
ceptable. 
THE PRESENT POSITION OF THE R, A. S. E. 

In my last letter | gave some account of the show of the Royal 
Agricultural Society of England, held on the new permanent 
show ground at Park Royal, London. -In that account I inti- 
mated that, although the exhibition was excellent in every way, 
it had not received the support from British agriculturists in 
the more remote districs of England that the “Royal” was wont 
to draw when its migratory shows were held in the provinces. 
Unfortunately the loss of the 1905 show is very considerable, and 
the society has appointed a committee of influential and experi- 
enced men to consider the whole question and to advise the so- 
ciety as to the best meazis of continuing its labors for the good of 
the agricultural industries. Business men, naturally, are averse 
to this constant drain upon guarantee funds and feel that some 
radical change must be made in order to place the future pros- 
pects of the society upon a sound financial basis. Manufacturers 
of agricultural implements and machinery have long felt that as 
far as the [Implement Yard was concerned the annual outlay at 
the “Royal” was not warranted, and many American, as well as 
English makers, feel that the money so spent could be better em- 
ployed in more efficiently advertising their different machines, 
and getting in personal touch with their agents in the agricul- 
tural districts. ‘The tendency appears to be toward an extension 
ot local exhibitions, and, should the “Royal” be suspended for a 
time, doubtless, manufacturers will throw some energy in sup- 
porting local and county shows and backing up their agents in 
order that they may make larger demonstrations on these oc- 


casions. 
IRON MONGERS AND THE HOUSE FURNISHING TRADES. 
Although British ironmongers are very much averse to the 


American store system and are loath to give up the individuality 
of their trade—which fact has always been a strong point with 
Hardwaremen—they are gradually realizing that in order to retain 
their hold upon domestic ironmongery they must, in a greater 
or lesser degree, become complete house furnishers. In order to 
retain their sale of household ironmongery they must sell house- 
hold furniture; and this 1s becoming more and more necessary 
in country towns, in consequence of the growing encroachments 
of gracers and others who are not slow to see the possibilities ot 
increased business in their existing trade, in consequence of the 
enlargement of the borders. Household furniture requires space, 
and, unfortunately, many ironmongers are cramped for room and 
find it difficult to show furniture as efficiently as they would wish 
to do. Some traders who are unable, from this cause, to sell 
general furniture, have to be content with offering American 
roll-over desks and library furniture, to which they frequently 
add hall stands, coal cabinets, and. some of the lighter and more 
ornamental household sundries made of wood. In the produc- 
tion of these goods the United States evidently excels, and the 
warehouses of many London factors are well stocked with such 
goods, which, from their appearance. finish and style have evi- 
dently been imported from the other side. 
HOLIDAY MAKING, 

The latter portion of July and the month of August are gen- 
erally devoted to holiday making, and while ironmongers in the 
large towns and cities flock to the seaside and the country, rural 
ironmongers take their holiday in the metropolis and other busy 
centres. The meetings of ironmongers’ associations during the 
past few weeks have been conspicuous for the small amount of 
business transacted, and the British HPyardware trade journals, 
instead of business meetings, have to record summer outings and 
river picnics. Two of the largest ironmongers’ associations in 
this country have spent gay times upon the water, and have taken 
the advantage of the opportunities which such excursions afford 
to cement still further the brotherly feeling, which, to a large de- 
gree exists between the ironmongers now associated instead of

CANADIANS IN ENGLAND. 

Last month was signalized by the visit of the Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ Association to this country. The visit was one con- 
tinued round of pleasure, and, let us hope, profitable excursions. 
The Birmingham Chamber of Commerce entertained the visi- 
tors on June 27, on which occasion Mr, Chamberlain, in an ex- 
haustive speech, dealt with the advantages which would result 
from a commercial treaty giving mutual preferential tariffs to 
both countries. He mentioned:-the strong belief in preference 
felt in Canada, which had been brought to a logical conclusion by 
the free gift, without reciprocity, of preferential tariff to Great 
Britain. In certain manufactures the trade between the Mother 
country and Canada has advanced in consequence, but, it will pe 
interesting to your readers to know, in the group containing 
among other things brass and copper goods, electrical apparatus, 
paints, colors and varnishes. the benefit from the present scheme 
seems to have gone over to the United States, for in this scc- 
tion the trade between Canada and the U. S. A. has increased 
from one and one-half to five million dollars. 

The Canadians visited most of the principal centres of com- 
merce in this country. In Shefheld they went over the large 
works of Hadfield’s Steel Foundry Co., Ltd., which have been 
greatly developed during the past few years. The manufacture 
of “Era” manganese steel, the invention of Mr, Hadfield, was 
witnessed. At the cutlery works of Thomas Turner & Co., great 
‘interest was displayed in the different processes, especially in the 
hand forging of tools and the grinding of cutlery, for which Shef- 
Geld makers have for so many centuries been famous. Birming- 


ham contained many features of interest to the Canadians. not 
the least being the extensive works of the Birmingham Small 
Arms Co., Ltd., where gun stocking and machining were wit- 
nessed. In the automatic shop there is a fine range of machinery, 
where the manufacture of cycle parts is carried on. Indeed, the 
use of mechanical contrivances, considered so necessary in the 
United States, is fully appreciated at these works, and the whole 
scheme of production there is based upon turning out inter- 
changeable parts by automatic machinery, economizing hand labor 
and making the output as large as possible. The delegates vis- 
ited the works of Elkington & Co., where electro plating and 
silversmiths’ work, with which the name of Elkington has so 
long been associated, is carried to a greater extent than in any 
other place in the world. At Walsall the works of D. Clark & 
Sons, brush makers, were inspected; and at Wednesbury the 
gigantic tube works of John Russell & Co., Ltd., were gone cover. 
Altogether, the members of the association and their friends who 
visited this country had a good time of it and went back well 
pleased with their trip.

REVIEW OF THE MARKETS. 











WIRE NAILS: The usual demand for this period of the year 


is reported, with business steady and prices firm. ‘The recently 


announced intention of the manufacturers in regard to uphold- 
ing prices and adopting the policy of curtailing production in- 
ste working well in strengthening the market. Quotations 
are as follows, f.o.b.

TRADE IN PHILADELPHIA. 

August has a bad reputation for weather, and the month so far 
has been in thorough agreement with its reputation, the rainfall 
for the first haif being neariy five inches in excess of normal, 
while the temperature has been high and the humidity so great 
that 1: has been most oppressive. 

lt is no wonder that under such conditions vacations should be 
extended, and salesmen report many dealers as absent from their 
places of business. Even under such conditions trade is_ fully 
up to the average, while rush orders are frequent, and these are 
very cledr indications that stocks are low and Hardware needed 
for immediate use. 

‘all prospects have not changed since the date of our last 
letter, unless it may be for the better, as the heavy rains, while 
coming late, have probably been a great help to the country and 
ensured the safety of coming crops. 

Prices show but little variation, the only tendency in some lines 
is a higher price. Manufacturers claim that margins are close, 
end while this seems hard to believe white prices are on their 
present level, stull within the last few days we have heard of 
iwo or three manutacturers who have gone into the hands of 
receivers or been reorganized, simply because of insufficient mar- 
gin on their goods. 

[lt must be borne in mind that while prices are on a higher 
level, raw materials are also much higher in price, and the mar- 
gin to the manufacturer correspondingly reduced. 

While there does not seem to be in the situation cause for a 
sharp advance in prices, the facts as stated go far towards main- 
taining the present range of quotations, so that dealers may order 
with some confidence, feeling that they will not be called upon 
to stand a loss caused by a decline in the value of their stocks.

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THE LEAD PENCIL. 


Every American man, woman and child uses two pencils annu- 
ally at the lowest calculation. Our per capita consumption is 
double that of Europe, because there is more illiteracy across the 
Ocean, or perhaps because we are more extfavagant and waste 
quite as many pencils as we use. There are six lead pencil fac- 
tories in the United states; two in New York, two itt New Jer- 
sey, one in Illinois and one in Massachusetts. Together thev 
employ more than 2,000 people, pay neatly $700,000 in wages an- 
ually and their yearly output at the tate of 12,000 gtfoss daily, 
is wotth more than $2,000,000. We ate riow niaking as many pen- 
cils as all of Europe combined; we supply nine-tenths o. our 
home demand and ship a considetable quantity abtoad. And yet, 
despite the growing importance of the industty and the fact that 
millions -of people could not get through a wotking day without 
the use of a pencil, how few ate thefe who can tell how this 
itidispensable little article is made. 

Structurally speaking, the lead pericil consists of an outer shield 
or covering, and of an inner piéce of found, solid gfaphite. The 
wood, which is of pfime importance, must be durable and com- 
pact; straight grained and soft, so that it may be alike easy to 
polish and whittle; if it is fragrant so mich greater its value. 
Now, of all the trees in the wofld our Vitginia or red cedar, 
which gtows so luxuriously in the South, patticularly in Alabama 
and Florida, is the only one whose wood meets all these require- 
ments. Our pencil manufacturets own theif own cedat mills, but 
the European makefs, much to their dislike, are obliged to pur- 
chase their pencil covering from us. In order to place themselves 
on an equal footing, an attempt was made to transplant the Vir- 
ginia cedar. Germany devoted a hundred acfes to that purpose 
some forty years ago, but the climate proved unfavorable and 
a few stunted trees with wood as hatd as oak, proclaimed the 
experiment a rank failure. 

On the other hand, we go to foreign markets for our graphite, 
the best qualities of which come from Eastern Siberia, Mexico, 
Bohemia and Ceylon. Our largest factory, taking advantage of 
the cheaper labor market abroad, has all o. its graphite prepared 
in Germany and sent here ready for use. Nor is cheap labor the 
only consideration, for the German graphite makers. like the wood 
carvers of Switzerland and the toy makers of Nuremberg, fol- 
low the trade from father to son; take to it quite naturally and 
leave the rest of the world behind in expertness. 

Pencil leads consist of a mixture of clay and graphite, both 
undergoing a careful and separate treatment before they are 
united. The raw graphite, after being redi ced to a fine powder 
in a mortar, sifted and freed from impurities by mineral acids, - 
washed and fired to a brigint red heat. The next step is to add 
water to the preparation and pour it into a vat, where the heavier 
particles sink. From this vat the water carries the lighter parti- 
cles into another at a lower level, and then on into one or two 
more, where the heavier particles drop to the bottom and the finer 
particles are carried over. The graphite drawn from the last vat 
in the series is in a state of extremely fine division, and its value 
reserves it for use in the best of pencils only. 

The clay, purged of sand and iron, goes through somewhat 
the same process, and then it is mixed with the graphite, the pro- 
portion varying all the way from equal parts to two of clay for 
one of graphite—the amount of clay depending strictly on th> 
degree of hardness or softness wanted for the pencil leads. 

When the particies of clay and graphite are thoroughly incor- 
porated and ground together they are placed in bogs and squeezed 
to the consistency of dough by a hydraulic press. The formless 
substance, ready to be shaped into pencil rods, is forced by a 
piston in continuous threads through the many apertures of a 
strong upright brass cylinder, each of the apertures being of ex- 
actly the same size as the leads that are to be fitted in the pencils 
The long threads of graphite are received and arranged on 
straight grooves of a wide board and left to harden until they be- 
come as stiff as rods. Afterward they are cut into requisite pencil 
lengths—seven inches as a rule—packed with charcoal in a cov- 
ered crucible and submitted to a high furnace heat.—Pearson’s 
Magazine. 


INVENTOR OF BALL COVER. 

Few “fans” who have tossed a ball at some-time in their lives 
could tell who invented the cover. Old “fan” inhabitants will re- 
member the days when the leather that incased the balls in use 
was cut in four pieces and roughly stitched. 

The present form was an idea of Ellis Drake’s, and it was 
adopted by the late Harry Wright and his brother, George. The 
inventor of the two-piece cover was recently discovered in Provi- 
dence, and as a result that patriarch who played a greater part 
in baseball development than any one ever knew, has told the 
interesting story of his invention. He says: 

“IT resided in Stoughton and was attending school at the time I 
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invented the baseball cover in use to-day. My father was 
facturing boots at the time, and | had access to all the le ther. 
i used to cover the balls we schoolboys used in playing th old 
‘round ball game, consisted in ‘tucking out’ by throwing th-~ ball 
at or toward the batter while in transit from base to base. and 
ie needed to be an athlete, contortionist and general invis 
to dodge those balls that were thrown straight from the sho /der.

PEWTER’S CHIEF END. 
It Now Goes to Supply Caps for Beer Mugs. 

Pewterers no longer flourish, says the Washington (\). C.) 
Post. Vessels of pewter, in fact, are now mainly prized as an- 
tiques, and are little used because of the fear that food placed in 
them thay take on a poisonous character. Yet there are still a 
few pewterers. 

They are mainly native Germans. If they make platters and 
the like it must be in response to a demand for counterfeit an 
tiques, and they are otherwise chiefly employed in casting tops 
for drinking vessels. 

Most persons think of the warming pan as a forgotten 
superseded by the rubber bag, but some old-fashioned folk still 
use the warming pan, and it is made of pewter.

German pewterer make you a warming pan to hold a quart of 
hot water for $5, and it will outlast a dozen rubber bags. he 
pewter warming pan is the smoothest, neatest thing imaginable, 
with a double stopper, also of pewter, and thickness enough to 
insure its durability. 

The main business of the modern pewterer is to make tops tor 
heer mugs, pitchers, molasses jugs, and the like. His utensils 
are many curious molds of hard wood, smoothing tools of vari 
ous forms, a bucket furnace, and a suitable cupel for holding the 
molten metal. 

As to the metal itself, it comes in sheets of moderate thickness, 
which the pewterer chops up into scraps when he is ready to melt 
and mold his metal. Pewter melts at a relatively high tempera- 
ture and cools rapidly, so that the pewterer’s work is done with 
ereat expedition. 

He will make you a plain top for your beer mug for 30 or 40 
cents, and an ornamental: top for 75 cents:or $1. The molds are 
of many shapes and sizes, and when you have a mug to be capped 
you may pick and choose among them until you get a design to 
vour taste. If you wish your name cut in the lid the pewterer 
will do it for you for a small additional charge. 

Wise Germans, who keep their own mugs at their favorite 
saloons, go to the pewterer for lids, for every now and then some 
fellow-drinker who notes that his table mate has an uncovered 
mug comes the old student trick of capping it with the bottom 
of his own mug, which entitles the whole company to have their 
mugs filled at the expense of him whose mug is without a ltd. 
If vou will drink beer with your cronies it 1s well to make terms 
with the pewterer and contribute something to the marntenarce 
of a dying trade.
